The head of the family had defendcd Marshal 
Ney, de Beranger, de Chateaubriand, Paul Louis 
Courier. He was the intimate friend of Manuel, 
Foy, Lamarque. He was celebrated for his-wit, 
his eloquence, his legal lore. He was the trusted 
counsellor of the Orleans family. His rusticity 
was rather a recommendation than a drawback, — 
so blunt a fellow must needs be honest. The 
eldest Dupin had all sorts of successes after 
the Revolution of 1830. He was head of the 
French bar, being made Attorney General ; he 
of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties; he was member of the French Acad- 
emy and of the Academy of 
Political Sciences. He was legal adviser 
of Louis Philippe and of all 
His income was enormous, for ali of these, and 
of many other posts he filled, had salaries at- 
tached to them. and, as he never spent one cen- 
time if it could by any hook or crook be avoided, 
he left more than a million of dollars behind 
him. When you remember he began the world 
with no capitalf but the head he carried on his 
shodiders, I think you will agree that this was 
a decent estate. His next brother was Charles 
Dupin, who became an engineer in the 
navy, but early turned his attention to political 
economy, and quitted the navy to fill a variety of 
lucurative posts under the Government. Louis 
XVIII. made him .
